Kentucky, and seeing his opportunity [hi 
general concluded to attempt tne feat 0 
traversing the length of the two states, strlk 
terror Into the hearts of the people of tb 
north, and at the same t'me call off In pursul 
of him ctrltiln troops that were hastening tc 
the old of Kobecrans. 
We crossed tho Ohl. 


river at Bramlensburg, Kentucky, on Jul> 
9th, 1 believe. We went north to Salem 
thsu east and entered Ohio at Harrison, no 
far from Cincinnati. We could easily have 
captured Cincinnati, but that was not In the 
general's plans; so passing around that city 
after night no continued east through the 
wholo length of southern Ohio. Onthel9lb 
wo arrived at Bufflngton's ford," In the Ohl' 
river, some eighteen or twenty miles below 
Parkersburg, West Virginia, and It was here 
that Morgan expepted to cross. We arrived 
there at night, and through a serins of mis- 
fortunes, none of which could havo been an- 
ticipated, were prevented from doing so, 
Early the next mornlnt several companies 
swam their horses across the river, which wa* 
swollen, and eome others were piloted acro&s 
In an old tlat boat; but most ot the command 
was left on the Ohio bide. My company was 
one of those that crossed. Hardly 
had we 


gotten o\er when there began heavy firing on 
the other Bide, and we knew that those who 
were left had been attacked by the federa 
forces which had been In pursuit of ns for so 
long. We on the Virginia side, seeing tha 
wa could be of no ssslstnnce, and—iuowing 
what the result would Inevitably be, rode off 
Into tho Interior and escaped. Although his 
forces weio severely crippled during the en 
gagemcnt that followed, General Morgan was 
not captured for several days after that, and 
not until he had penetrated Into the north, 
casters part of Ibe state. This "raid,1 as It Is 
called, wa5 one of tha most remarkable feats 
In Ihe annals of warfare."

History of Uncle Bailey, the Court 


House Janitor,

A week ago last Tuesday L'pcle Aaron 


Bailey, the colored Janitor of the court house, 
celebrated his seventy-fifth birthday. Not- 
withstanding thB muuy years of hard labor 
which ho has nndergona and tho vicissitudes 
which he has experienced, he still remembers 
clearly and distinctly the events of his early- 
life. 


He was torn March 1,~18I2, In lioblnson 


county, West Tennessee, eighty miles from 
Nashville. His 
father and mother were 


slaves on a plantation, the master of which 
owned 
thirty-five slaves. Tobacco, hemp, 


wheat and corn were cultivated upon It, and 
enough cotton was raised to provide the 
negroes employed about the placa with cloth- 
Ing. His mother died when he was only three 
years old and "his missus" having conceived 
quite a liking to him be was taken Into the 
family residence and grew up with his mas- 
ter's children. Young lUlley was put to 
work very early In life, his Drat employment 
belnjjto pick "the suckers" from too roots of 
the tobacco plants and to destroy all the 
worms that 
he 
might find about them. 


He 
continued 
doing 
this 
work 
for 


a 
few 
years 
when 
he 
was 


lgnsd to a different and a more pleasant 


task. NaShvllle was at that time a supply 
depot for the whole of western Tennessee. 
There the produce of the neighboring planti- 
Uons was taken, and there supplies were pur, 
chased and all kinds of business conducted. 
Theowner of the plantation on which BMley 
was a slave, sent all his produce to Nashville, 
.nd on one of bis business trips to that place 
look little Aaron, with him. This was the 
Erst time that fJa had bocn any distance from 
his blrthpltce. There being no rgllroads then 
In that section of the country, all the freight* 
Ing except that by boats was done wllh lar^e 
and heavy wagons drawn usually by oxt-n. 
H^s master's freighting outfli con-Wed of one 
of these wagons, tp~wbich w|is~»l[actj«i four 
joka of oxen and 8 team of horse*. Tho 
ddver was Bailey's father, and after his first 
visit to Nashville yonng Aaron would nccom' 
piny him regularly on his trips. His work 


»s to put blocks of wood behind the Saxon 


wheels while ascendlne the long hills. 
In 


common parlance this was called "chocking." 
They generally made two trips a week, and 
while on the road did their own choking and 
camped out at night. 


For three years Bailey continued working 


with his f»lhtr, and WM ihen made an t-r 
and and chore boy around his 
ranter's 


house. It was then that he saw all the cruel 
eatures of slavery. 
Many times he nccum- 


panled bis master to neighboring plantations 
to attend an auction sale of slaves. 
UH vsw 


husbands and wives, brothers and sister*, 
«nd whole families sepirated without the 
east elgn of pity from (he dealers In human 
property. 
He also was a witness to macj 


acts of brutality performed by oihft'r slave
